a ma tter o f seco nds, it is cla imed. 
Dubbed the Du Mo nt TV-ty pe eng ine a na ly zer, 
the unit is the size o f a suitca se a nd is simply 
a tta ched to the eng ine by two clip-o n lea ds. An 
ima g e in the fo rm o f a wa v y line is co nv ey ed to a 
telev isio n-ty pe screen fo r ea ch cy linder o f the 
eng ine. Cha rts ex pla in wha t the ima g e fo r ea ch 
ty pe o f eng ine difficulty will lo o k like, a s well a s 
the pa ttern fo r a perfect eng ine. 
Ano ther interesting a pplica tio n o f the ma chine 
is its use o n the o pen hig hwa y . Beca use it weig hs 
o nly 60 po unds, the ma chine ca n be used by mo bile 
units to a id mo to rists in distress.

These Days

The Vice Presidency 


What we seem to be discussing most these day s on 
the Rep ublican side is the vice p residency . 
It is now 
being taken for granted that President Eisenhower is 
running for re-election and that so far as that goes, no 
convention is necessary . All the by -p lay will settle down 
in the course of time and Jam es C. Hagerty will be saved 
the inconvenience of making ex p lanations. The p resent 
emp hasis is on the p hotograp hs which are an amp le dis­ 
p lay of the President’s comp lete recovery and in Dr. Paul 
Dudley W’hite’s numerous and readily understandable 
statements which give every assurance that the Presi­ 
dent's health is good for a second term . 
So, in the minds of most Americans, it is taken for 
granted that Ike will run and that the Democrats will 
have to adjust their 19 56 sights accordingly . However, 
the vice p residency , which in 19 56 is ex ceedingly imp or­ 
tant, remains somewhat in doubt unless Eisenhower 
quickly p uts an end to the murderous efforts of p owerful 
forces inside and outside the Rep ublican p arty to kill 
off the p resent vice p resident, Richard Nix on. 
These 
efforts are so aggressive and gangsterlike as to he suit­ 
able for a p lot for an Erie Stanley Gardner murder. 


This is one of the most curious situations in 
American p olitical history . 
Usually nobody really 
cares who runs for vice p resident because generally 
that official just sits around for four y ears p residing 
over the Senate and hardly looking very imp ortant 
or even interesting. Richard Nix on has been an ex tra­ 
ordinarily active vice p resident, taking on a share of 
the President’s work, travelling about the world on 
official visits, making the kind of sp eeches the Presi­ 
dent wanted him to make and keep ing in the news. 
He was p articularly useful during the worst p eriod 
of the President’s illness. 


However, desp ite the p hotograp hs of good health and 
Dr. W’hite’s medical obiter dicta, there are p oliticians 
even within the administration who recall that what 
might have hap p ened to Henry Wallace did hap p en to 
Harry Truman, and they are sufficiently unmoral to be 
willing to take a chance. 
So they are out to kill off 
Richard Nix on on the generalization that he is not as 
p op ular as he should be and that a more accep table 
p erson should be found. Mentioned as more p op ular are 
such p eop le as Governor Christian Herter of Massa­ 
chusetts, a very fine p erson of whom most Americans 
never heard, and Thomas E. Dewey of whom they have 
heard too much. 
Also mentioned are Harold Stassen, 
George Hump hrey and a dozen more. All these p erson­ 
alities would not mind succeeding to the p residency by 
constitutional means. 


No answerable arguments are offered but it can 
he guaranteed that the main op p osition to Nix on 
arises from the fact that he p ut Alger Hiss in p rison. 
No one can deny his claim to this historic honor and 
many p owerful organizations as well as individuals 
hate him for that because the ex p osure of Hiss op ened 
the doors to the ex p osure of a thousand sp ies and 
consp irators and gave validity to the anti-Communist 
effort. It also em barrassed many who, while them­ 
selves not Communists, tended to be either favorably 
disp osed toward the Communists or indifferent about 
P 
their being ex hibited to the p eop le for what they are. 
All such p ersons hate Richard Nix on, not as violently 
as they do Joe McCarthy hut with sufficient venom to 
try to kill him off as vice p resident now that they 
are cy nical about the eternal validity of the p hoto­ 
grap hs and the interviews with Dr. Paul Dudley 
White. Eisenhower could fool them and live to be 
80 and he might even be elected for a second term 
and carry on to 19 60, but they are unwilling to gamble. 


Many such p ersons are not Rep ublicans. 
Some of 
them are imp artial in the sense that they do not care 
which p arty is in p ower as long as their influence is felt. 
Among such are the Committee for an Effective Con­ 
gress,^ the Fund for the Rep ublic. Americans for Demo­ 
cratic Action and similar organizations. They all dislike 
Richard Nix on even if they have no votes in the Rep ub­ 
lican p rimaries. 
And so, against Richard Nix on is being conducted an 
ex traordinarily vicious sm ear job. It is not sp ecific. No 
charges are being made. 
No attacks are clear-cut, 
understandable and therefore answerable. 
It would be 
as though my dog, Joe, were to say , “ He doesn’t smell 
like a p resident.”

Justice Department. White House 
Studying Civil Rights Legislation 


W'ASHINGTON-The Justice De­ 
p artm ent is p lanning to step gin­ 
gerly into the red-hot racial ques­ 
tion in the South with a set of 
recommendations for law enforce­ 
ment that will p robably make both 
sides sore. 
The recommendations will be for 
stiffer p rotection of the Negroes’ 
right to vote not only in federal 
but in state and local elections. 
If ap p reved by the White House, 
they will he sent to Congress^ -as 
the recommendations of President 
Eisenhower. 
As of today , the Justice Dep art­ 
ment interp rets the p resent law 
as giving the federal government 
p ower to intervene solely in fed­ 
eral elections. 
Broadening inter­ 
vention to ap p ly to local elections 
is sure to set off a furor in some 
states 
and 
will 
meet 
vigorous 
op p osition in Congress. 
However, 
House Rep ublicans have enough 
votes, if lined up with Northern 
Democrats to p ass such a hill—-if 
they wish. 
Whether it could get 
by a Senate filibuster is another 
m atter. 
While this legislation is bound 
to create bitterness in the South. 
Negroes will claim it does not go 
far enough. 
They want imme­ 
diate intervention in Montgomery , 
Ala.

Middle Eastern Crisis Is Spot To Avoid Politics

States and her allies are deter­ 
mined to p reserve the territorial 
integrity of Israel

it. 
This is the big news of the Mid­ 
dle Eastern situation. It was made 
p lain enough to the members of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee but, instead of recognizing 
its significance, some of the Demo­ 
crats p lay ed a disgraceful game 
of p olitics and attem p ted to badger 
the secretary of state. They p re­ 
ferred to give the Communist world 
the imp ression that American coun­ 
sels are divided, wavering, and 
without resoluteness. 


Policy Needs Sup p ort 


There is a good chance of achiev­ 
ing p eace in the Middle E ast if all 
Americans, irresp ective of p arty , 
will get behind the p olicy laid down 
by the United States and her allies. 
This was first given p ublic em p ha­ 
sis in a statem ent issued just after 
Prim e Minister Eden visited Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower in Washington a 
few weeks ago. But the other day 
Secretary of State Dulles amp lified 
it significantly to the Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee when he 
said; 
“ By our p ledges, of the United 
Kingdom, France and the United 
States, 
we have undertaken to 
stand ready to p ut our p ower be­ 
hind a United Nations action to 
save Israel. ’After all, Israel is a 
creature of the United Nations. The 
arm istices were negotiated by the 
United Nations. There is no coun­ 
try in the world which has as 
strong a call up on the United Na­ 
tions as the state of Israel has. 
and we believe that if the members 
of the United Nations will p ut their 
strength behind the United Na­ 
tions’ action to save Israel, that is 
a far better assurance for Israel 
than if we get into an arm s race, 
because any amount of arm s which

There has been an increasing 
demand 
for 
cancer 
detection 
ex aminations during the p ast 10 
y ears. Some p ersons have the im­ 
p ression that this i.s a sp ecial p ro­ 
cedure done only by sp ecialists 
and 
requiring 
equip ment 
found 
only in the larger medical centers. 
This is far from the truth, as 
every p hy sician’s office can be a 
cancer detection center. 
The misconcep tion stems from 
several sources. Cancer organiza­ 
tions, in stressing the imp ortance 
of adequate checkup s, often p ubli­ 
cize methods that sound difficult 
and revolutionary . On the other 
hand, the p hy sician tends to con­ 
sider cancer only one of many seri-

ous diseases and in his thorough 
ex amination, he searches for heart 
trouble, tuberculosis, and Bright’s 
disease as well as cancer.

The m ajority of the tests 
that have been p ublicized may be 
p ositive in 9 0 p er cent or more of 
the cancer cases but they also are 
p ositive in a small p ercentage of 
p atients free of malignant disease.

Until a reliable test is dis­ 
covered the p hy sician must rely

X-ray s are suggested. 
The susp icious p hy sician also is 
alert when indigestion develop s in 
a p atient who has seldom been 
bithered along this line. If X-ray 
rii.sr!oses a shadow in the stomach 
wall, additional tests are recom ­ 
mended. 
Similarly , p ersistent hoarseness 
is not labeled chronic lary ngitis; a 
careful study of the vocal cords is 
made. Bleeding after the meno- 
p au.se and the ap p earance of a 
breast tumor also mean a more 
thorough workup .

Emmett Till Murder 


Attorney General Brownell has 
now taken a definite and official 
stand that there is no way the 
Justice 
Dep artment could 
have 
intervened in the 
Emmett 
Till 
m urder case in Mississip p i. 
In rep ly to a letter from Con- 
gre.ssman Cly de Doy le <D,, Calif.), 
Assistant Attorney General Warren 
Olney , writing for Brownell, states 
categorically that the Justice De­ 
p artm ent cannot intervene, also 
that it cannot intervene in two 
other Negro murder cases. 
“ Emmett Louis Till was kid­ 
nap p ed and killed by p rivate in­ 
dividuals." Olney wrote Congress­ 
man Doy le, “his body was found 
within three day s of the kidnap p ing 
and he was not transp orted across 
state lines. 
These offenses were 
thus 
violations 
of the 
laws of 
Mississip p i only and not of any 
federal .statute. 
This dep artment, 
therefore, had no jurisdiction or 
authority to take any action in 
connection with the latter and no 
investigation was conducted.” 


Referring to two other m urders 
of Negroe.s in Mississip p i. Olney 
wrote Congressman Doy le: 
“We assume that the two ‘adult 
^Negro citizens’ referred to in the 
fourth p aragrap h of y our letter 
are Lamar Smith, who was killed 
at Rrookhaven. Miss., on or about 
August 1.1. 19 35. and Rev. George 
Wesley Lee, who was shot to death 
at Belzoni. Mi.ss., on or about May 
7. 19.55. 
“ Preliminary inquiry in connec­ 
tion with the loath of Mr. Lam ar 
Smith showed that he was killed 
not because of the ex ercise or the 
attemp t to ex ercise his right to 
vote, but in a controversy and 
fight with p rivate individuals over 
his 
alleged 
illegal 
manip ulation 
of absentee ballots in a p urely 
local 
election. 
Such 
facts, 
of 
course, indicate no offense under 
federal statutes, and this dep art­ 
ment has hence been unable to 
take any action. 
“ Ex tensive 
investigation 
was 
conducted in connection with the 
death of Rev. George Wesley Lee 
to determine whether he was kill­ 
ed, as had been alleged, because 
he insisted up on his right to vote 
or for the p urp ose of intimidating 
others in the ex erci.se of this right. 
The investigation, desp ite its thor­ 
oughness and disp atch, has failed, 
up to now. to establish the truth 
of .such allegations, or any viola­ 
tion of federal laws." 
Concluding his letter. Olney p ut 
the Justice Dep artment categori­ 
cally on record for tighter laws to 
p rotect Negroes* right to vote. 
“ In the op inion of the attorney 
general,” he wrote, “ex isting fed­ 
eral law is not sufficient to p ro­ 
tect the right to vote as the same 
is 
secured 
or 
intended 
to 
be 
.secured by the Constitution of the 
United States. 
Accordingly , the 
attorney general is p rep aring to 
recommend comp rehensive legis­ 
lation in this field to the President 
for transmis.sion to the Congress. 
It is believed that such legislation 
will reach the Congress in time for 
action at this se.s.sion.”

for

The committee chairmanship will 
be allotted, 
in defiance of the 
seniority 
rule.s, 
to 
the y oung, 
evangelical Democrat, Sen. Albert 
Gore of Tennessee. 
If Senator 
Gore wants to let the chip .s fall 
where they may , it i.s unlikely that 
any one will stop him, since there 
is deep fear in the Senate of any 
susp icion of a cover-up . 


Will Hit His Faction 


But 
Senator 
Gore 
is clearly 
going to be made to understand 
that the chip s will be very large 
indeed.

Yet the fact has to be faced 
that a really full and comp lete 
inquiry 
will 
deep ly 
em barrass

Still The Driver 
Can't Be 


A revolutionary machine designed to take the 
guesswork out of engine repairs has been developed 
by the Allen B. Du Mont Laboratories, Inc. Utiliz­ 
ing an untried application of television, the machine 
will enable mechanics to locate engine trouble in 
a matter of seconds, it is claimed. 
Dubbed the Du Mont TV-type engine analyzer, 
the unit is the size of a suitcase and is simply 
attached to the engine by two clip-on leads. An 
image in the form of a wavy line is conveyed to a 
television-type screen for each cylinder of the 
engine. Charts explain what the image for each 
type of engine difficulty will look like, as well as 
the pattern for a perfect engine. 
Another interesting application of the machine 
is Its use on the open highway. Because it weighs 
only 60 pounds, the machine can be used by mobile 
units to aid motorists in distress. It can be powered 
by the disabled car’s own battery and if the “diag­ 
nosis” shows the cause of trouble to be nothing 
serious, the engine can probably be repaired on the 
spot, and in a matter of minutes the motorist is 
once again on his way. 
Most garages have long had various instru­ 
ments for testing engine performance, but at one 
glance the new machine will pick up such troubles 
as fouled, misfiring or switches, defective coils and 
condensers, and worn distributor cam and shaft 
bearings, according to the manufacturers.

with 
the 
obvious 
advantage 
of 
eliminating much wasted tim e in tracing the dif­ 
ficulty, for which the customer is paying, any 
chance of guesswork is removed. Theoretically, no 
engine will pass the TV test until it is working 
perfectly.

WASHINGTON—The Justice D e­ 
p a rtm en t is planning to step gin­ 
gerly into the red-hot racial ques­ 
tion in the South w ith a set of 
recom m endations for law enforce­ 
m en t that will probably m ake both 
sides sore. 
The recom m endations will be for 
stiffer protection of the N egroes’ 
right to vote not only in federal 
but in state and local elections. 
If approved by the White House, 
th ey will he sent to Congress a s 
the recom m endations of President 
Eisenhow er. 
As of today, the Ju stic e D ep art­ 
m ent interprets the 
present law 
as giving the federal governm ent 
pow er to intervene solely in fed­ 
eral elections. 
Broadening inter­

off the present vice president. R ichard Nixon. 
These
